At  Sasiou  Ki>-er,  an  outlying  village, 
is  Vermont  Academy,  one  of  the  best 
schools  for  preparation  for  college  tn 
Here  175  students  of  l>oth 
sexes  have  tho  best  of  homelike  influ- 
ents and  thorough  training. 

t  from  our  observation  we  seem 
thu  want  ol  a  system  ol  grading, 
which  many  towns  of  Mass.  havo  where 
there  are  not  so  many  people  and  whore 
tha  outlay  tor  education  is  not  so  lib. 

There  is  no  stint  at  Bellows  Falls 
in  the  nutlay  for  school  buildings  and 
teachers  are  liberally  paid.  But  thn 
results  from  the  labor  arc  very  much  in- 
ferior to  those  that  are  obtained  whore 
thorongh  grading  system  has  been 
adopted.  The  ontlying  districts  are 
not  so  well  favored.  One  respectabln 
bnilding,  wit'n  modern  furniture,  turn 
papUa.  There  was  neither 
map  nor  globu  and  the  Superintendent 
lor  an  apple  iu  order  to  im- 
press the  (earners  with  the  lesson  on 
meridians  and  parallels. 
The  schools  are  good  and  the  build- 
gs  are  modern  and  conveniens  most- 
ly ol  brick.  Su  Agnes  Hall,  a  semin- 
ary for  yonng  ladies,  is  under  the  aus- 
pices ol  the  Episcopal  church,  which  is 
one  of  the  oldest  and  most  flourishing 
churches  of  the  place,  nf  which  there 
Its  grounds  are  connected 
with  a  burial  ground,  which  is  a  model 
oeatness  and  good  taste.  The  other 
have  been  made  attractive 
within  a  year,  through  an  outlay  oi 
$1000,  appropriated  b*-  tho  town  for 
porpose.  The  Catholic  and  Trot- 
tut  yards,  alike  showing  in  the  fund 
and  consequently  present  an  appear- 
ance that  is  creditable.  A  bonntifni 
water  sipply  is  obtained  from  a  pond 
about  a  mile  and  a  half  northwest  of 
the  village  and  is  invaluable  to  the 
growth  and  fine  appearance  of  thn  vil- 

The  date  of  bettle-nent  oi  this  town 
not  known  but  is  supposed  to  have 
been  commenced  iu  1753  by  men  from 
Mastachusctu.  The  Indian*  held  full 
*ay  here  long  after  our  own  State  had 
teeq  ttttled,  and  Great  Track,  now 
Bellows  Falls,  was  the  direct  line  of 
trail  from  Vermont  to  Massachusetts 
Some  of  the  eaily  settlers  of  Ply  month, 
iboui40  miles  beyond,  were  from  Car- 
isle,  Mass.,  and  one  man  is  said  tt 
tavo  walked  thither  and  carried  an  up 
pie  tree  on  his  back,  ftom  which  hi: 
descendants  ate  fruit  in  later  years. 

Among  the  many  euterpring  men  of 
this  village  is  Georgo  A.  Bro<vn,  who 
ight  onr  grammar  school  in  the 
winter  of  1471  5,  and  for  whom  our 
peopln  predicted  a  brilliaut  future. 
Their  prophecies  are  already  being 
;rified.  He  subsequently  graduated 
Dartmouth,  studied  law  at  Harvard, 
then  came  here  as  a  teacher  of  the 
High  School,  which  position  hn  re- 
signed alter  three  years  and  entered 
upon  the  practice  of  law,  coupled  with 
real  estate  busiaea*.  Through  hia 
Indomitable  peraevorence  a  tract  ol 
laud  wan  put  into  the  market  for  bond- 
ing purposes  and  some  twenty-five 
bouse*  now  grace  the  "Terruce."  In 
his  professioj,  and  as  «u  orator  be 
bears  au  enviablo  rcputatlou  through 
this  section  of  the  state.

An  Interacting  account  of  receut  explo- 
itions  in  the  Sonthorn  Alps  of  Now  Zea- 
land has  been  given  by  thn  Rev.  W.  S. 
Green  before  tha  Royal  Geographical  So- 
ciety. Mr.  Green,  b  member  of  the  Al- 
pine  Club,  want  out  to  Now  Zealand  at 
thu  suggestion  of  Sir  George  Bowec  who 
invited  thn  eleb  to  depute  somo  members 
to  explore  tbn  mountains  of  the  southern 
island.  Mr.  Greco,  before  beginning  tho 
narrative  of  his  own  ascent  of  Mount 
Cook,  described  thn  general  conforma- 
tion of  thn  mountain  system  of  thu  island 
with  tha  aid  of  maps  and  some  enlarged 
photographs  of  thn  panorama  seen  from 
a  point  reached  in  thn  exploration  of  thn 
Great  Tasman  glacier,  accompanied  by 
F.mil  Boss,  an  experienced  mountaineer, 
and  Ulrioh  Koufmann,  a  professional 
guide,  both  of  Orindelwald,  who  are  now 
with  Mr.  Graham  scaling  peaks  in  tho 
Himalayas. 

Having  madu  soma  preliminary  excur- 
sions up  thn  Tasman  glacier,  whloh  nt  lla 
terminal  end  fa  2,800  feat  abovo  thn  sea 
level,  they  pitched  a  camp  8.0  0  fvot  bo- 
low  the  summit  of  Mount  Cook,  in  thn 
angle  formed  by  tho  junotion  with  thn 
main  stream  of  n  flno  tributary  glacier, 
which  Mr.  Green  named  Ball  glacier, 
after  thn  first  President  of  the  Alpiue 
Club.  After  two  or  throe  fruitless  at- 
tcmpts  to  reach  tho  highest  peak,  thuy 
began  tho  ascent  whioh  nltimntoly  proved 
successful  Bivouacking  for  tho  night 
near  thn  top  of  a  ridge  named  thn  Boast 
Grnt,  nt  n  height  of  7,000  feet  nbove  tho 
sco,  they  next  morning  (tho  2d  of  March) 
struck  thn  head  of  n  glacier  to  thn  north, 
named  the  Frcehflcld  glacier.  Passing 
over  the  Haast  Grot,  they  found  them- 
selves on  tha  upper  flro  of  tho  Hochstot- 
ter  glacier.  An  bourn  smart  walking 
took  them  across  thn  snowflold,  from 
whioh  there  was  a  glorious  view  of  Mount 
Cook  and  Mount  Tasman.  B 
glacier  descending  from  between  tho  rib? 
of  Mount  Cook,  thoy  followed  tt  upward 
far  five  hours  to  its  source  at  thn  foot  of 
the  highest  peak.  Thny  mot  with  many 
ere  vases  in  this  glacier,  but  were  fortu- 
nate in  finding  numerous  bridges  of 


In  ascending  from  tho  head  of  this  gin 
oier  to  thn  summit,  whioh  thoy  rcaohoil 
nt  twenty  minutes  past  0  in  tho  eveufcg 
Kanfmann  had  to  do  some  very  haru 
work  in  step  cutting.  Thny  were 
hours  in  olimbing  3,000  feet  Thn 
sot  about  half  an  hour  nf  ter  they  got  to 
tho  top,  so  they  were  bnt  a  short  waj 
down  when  night  overtook  them,  ai-d 
they  were  compelled  to  halt  ou  a  ledge  o 
rocks  until  morning.  At  830  AM  the, 
resumed  tho  descent,  reached  their  biv 
erase  at  1  P.M.  and  after  an  boar's  re- 
got  bock  to  camp  soou  after  dork,  haviuy 
been  twenty-two  hours  withont  food. 

Giving  some  ncoount  of  bis  observa- 
tions of  tho  mountains,  nf  thn  great  rangi- 
of  which  Mount  Cook,  with  an  altitude 
of  13,863  feet,  fa  the  loftiest,  Mr.  Green 
briefly  sketched  the  results  of  the  expe- 
dition Dr.  von  Lendenfeld  made,  acoom- 
ponied  by  hi  i  young  wife,  to  '  he  same 
distriot  in  March  last  With  soma  inter 
esting  remarks  upon  tho  geology  nf  tin 
range,  Mr.  Green,  in  conclusion,  org 
gested  that  thcro  was  a  fine  field  for  ex 
ploration  in  thn  southwestern  portion  ol 
tho  Now  Zealand  Alps,  between  Milford 
Sound  and  Dusky  Sound,  where  thoooast 
linn  was  broken  by  nnmeronn  fjords, 
tomewliat  resembling  thoso  of  Norway, 
bnt  presenting  moro  picturesque  and  sav- 
age scenery.

and  bis  foot  to  tho  other;  ho  Is  then  stretched 
nanus;  that  he  cannot  make  a 
r onset,  just  as  an  eel's  skin  1* 
stretched  In  order  to  ilry.  This  act  of 
stretching  the  victim  causes  his  bones  to 
dislocates  them.  What  docs  that 
In  n  little  time  his  bones  wul  crack 
and  ba  dislocated  In  a  very  diflorout  manner.

another  man.  It  is  the  pnblle  oxeontloner. 
With  both  hands  be  grasps  the  Instrument  ot

In 
cpite  of  bis  stato  of  tension  the  poor  wretch 
bounds  as  if  he  were  submitted  to  the  power- 
fill  grasp  of  galvanism. 

ouiioner  retraces  his  steps  and  re- 
peats the  snmo  operation  as  many  times  M 
there  are  blows  to  bo  inflicted.  When  thi 
thong  envelops  the  body  with  its  edges,  Ibi 
masolos  are  literally  out  into  strips, 
as  If  wilh  a  razor,  bnt  when  it  falls  flat,  then 
tho  bones  crack ;  the  flesh,  In  that  case.

We  shall  have  to  repeat  what  we  have 
said  before,  that  we  know  of  no  station 
this  side  of  Cohasset  that  is  sending 
more  of  the  young  away  to  be  educa- 
ted than  East  Marshfield.  And  a 
large  portion  of  this  credit  is  due  to 
the  women  of  our  village.  They  will 
do  more  than  their  husbands,  will 
sacrifice  more  of  the  luxuries  and 
even  comforts  of  life  to  educate  their 
children.  The  argument  of  most  men 
is,  that  their  children  shall  have  as 
good  chances  as  they  had  in  childhood 
and  can  see  no  reason  why  they 
should  expect  better.  They  left 
school  when  14  or  1 5  or  younger,  and 
have  succeeded,  why  should  not  their 
boys  do  the  same.  The  mother  wants 
their  boys  to  begin  where  the  fathers 
leave  off,  they  must  be  educated  at 
all  evenis.  One  of  the  fathers  said  to 
me,  that  his  wife  would  sell  the  last 
thread  on  her  back  if  necessary,  to 
educate  her  son  There  is  a  happy 
medium  between  the  two  extremes. 
A  parent  is  not  called  upon  to  sacri- 
fice his  bottom  dollar.  He  owes 
something  to  himself.  He  is  a  factor 
in  lhe  world's  progress  and  counts 
one.  His  duty  is  to  look  ahead  and 
see  how  he  is  coming  out  Weigh 
your  chances  in  the  struggle  for  life, 
and  give  your  boy  or  girl  a  lift  if  by 
any  possible  chance  you  can  sec  your 
way  clear.  Education  counts  75,  for 
35  boys  out  of  a  hundred,  liberally 
educated,  will  turn  out  sorts,  dunces 
or  dead  beats.  Put  this  in  the  scales. 
If  you  are  in  doubt  how  to  act,  give 
your  child  and  education  the  benefit 
of  the  doubt  and  go  ahead,  for  the 
world  will  be  the  better  for  it.

SOUTH  SCITUATE. 

Again  our  town  has  been  visited  by 
1  disastrous  fire.  This  time  the  store 
of  E.  T.  Fogg  fell  a  victim  to  the 
flames.  Just  as  the  mail  was  being 
listributed  Friday  evening,  Oct.  3,  the 
alarm  was  given  that  the  building  was 
on  fire  and  it  soon  made  itself  appar 
cnt  as  a  brisk  fire  was  found  to  be 
underway  in  the  upper  part  of  the 
building.  An  alarm  was  immediately 
sounded  from  the  church  bell,  and 
soon  a  large  number  of  willing  work- 
ers were  busy  doing  all  in  their  power 
to  save  the  slock  of  goods.  One 
steady  stream  of  barrels  of  flour, 
bags  of  grain,  boxes,  packages  and 
all  that  generally  goes  to  make  up  the 
■>tock  of  a  couutry  store  was  being 
hurried  across  to  the  common,  and 
there  deposited.  Women  and  children 
then  took  charge  of  them,  moving  all 
the  lighter  goods  to  a  still  greater  dis- 
lance.  Among  the  bus)  ones  there 
were  none  busier  than  a  group  of  four 
little  girls  from  seven  to  ton  years  of 
age  who  stood  as  near  to  the  fire  as 
lhe  heat  would  allow  and  took  goods 
from  the  men's  arms  and  carried  them 
back  to  the  monument  for  safety. 
At  the  same  time  it  was  a  sight  that 
goes  a  longways  to  show  what  neigh- 
bors will  do  in  time  of  trouble,  when 
several  of  the  women  were  seen  rol- 
ling a  barrel  of  oil  across  the  com- 
mon to  a  place  of  safety,  and  one 
carried  off  the  prize  by  taking  a  barrel 
of  sugar  under  her  own  especial 
care  and  putting  it  out  of  harm's  way. 
We  doubt  if  a  lot  of  goods  ever  was 
taken  out  of  a  store  any  quicker  than 
done  at  this  fire,  ceitainly  it 
seemed  as  though  every  one  was  try- 
ing their  best  to  out  do  one-ao-other 
their  efforts  to  do  good,  i.i  fact 
every  man,  woman  and  child  seemed 
to  be  doing  something,  and  all  that 
•illing  hearts  and  ready  hands  could 
do,  was  done.  We  hear  of  one  man 
that  helped  amazingly  by  sitting  in 
his  carriage  and  telling  just  how  long 
it  took  the  building  to  burn,  now  this 
information  was  not  much  sort  after 
by  the  workers,  so  he  had  that  part  of 
the  business  all  to  himself.  The  first 
thing  that  came  out  of  the  building 
the  U.  S.  mail  which  was  trans- 
ferred to  Mr.  Fogg's  house  where  the 
post  office  is  row.  A  large  amount 
of  goods  were  removed,  also  the 
small  safe  from  the  bank  room.  About 
this  time  the  upper  part  of  the  build- 
ing was  going  fast  and  a  cloud  of 
cinders  were  passing  across  Mr.  Is- 
rael Nash's  house  and  barns.  Lad- 
ders were  thrown  upon  the  roofs, 
the  wind  although  slightly  shifted 
covered  Mr.  John  C.  Nashs  place 
with  flying  cinders.  A  large  gang 
mounted  to  the  roofs  and  extinguished 
the  cinders  as  they  fell  on  the  caller- 
buildings  of  the  two  estates,  and 
me  time  it  seemed  as  though  some 
of  the  buildings  must  surely  take  fire, 
the  water  supply  was  getting  short 
and  it  looked  pretty  serious,  for  just 
in  that  spot  there  are  several  barns 
and  large  dwelling  houses.  All  valu- 
able books  and  papers  were  removed 
from  the  safe  under  the  personal  su- 
pervision of  Mr.  Fogg  who  did  every 
thing  in  his  power  to  see  that  all  mat- 
ters intrusted  to  him  was  put  into 
safe  keeping  especially  the  bank 
securities.  It  was  finally  suggested 
that  the  end  of  the  building  be 
knocked  out  and  the  large  safe  pulled 
out.  A  foil  of  rope,  a  big  gang  of 
ten  outside,  and  a  gang  inside  to  de- 
lolish  the  woodwork,  and  a  good 
strong  p  -tl  finally  brought  the  large 
safe  out  into  the  road.  The  fire  final- 
ly burnt  itself  out  and  many  turned 
toward  home  tired  out,  but  thanklul 
that  if  was  no  worse.  Mr.  J.  C. 
Nash  served  a  sollatjgn  at  his  store 
and  Mr.  R.  P.  Briggs  of  the  select- 
men  bad  a  collation  served  at  the 
almshouse. 

7'here  is  notl't.:;  now  left  but  the 
foundation.  One  of  the  safes  re- 
mained in  the  bujlding  and  was  in  a 
perfect  condition  until  some  party 
ithout  authority  smashed  the  hinges 
off.  Probably  who  ever  did  it  was  un- 
aware of  the  liability  under  which  they 
placed  themselves.  The  goods  which 
were  taken  from  the  building  had  to 
be  removed  severaj  tiroes  on  account 
of  the  heat,  and  by  the  time  they  were 
landed  on  Mr.  Fpgg's  premises  they 
were  in.a  sadly  dilapidated  condition, 
and  although  there, is  a  large  lot  of 
them  they  cannot  be  valued  very 
highly.    The  premises  of  Israel  Nash 


The  building  was  occupied  by  E.  T. 
Fogg  as  a  grocery  store,  also  by  the 
South  Scituate  Savings  Bank,  the  of- 
fice of  Town  treasurer  and  Town 
Clerk.  All  Town  accords  were 
saved.  Mr.  Fogg's  loss  on  building 
was  $2,500,  on  stock  of  goods,$3,ooo. 
The  building  was  insured  in  the  Hing- 
ham  Mutual  for  f»i,8oo,  and  the  stock 
in  Quincy  Mutual  for  >2,soo.  Cause 
oj  fire,  a  defective  flue.
